Port Townsend, April 14.—Advice* 
from Washington City art* to the effect 
tbut several important elm ago* iu the 
arrangement of the Behring Sett Meet 
for thin season have just been decided 
Upon by Captain Shoemaker, chief of 
the revenue batter service. The first 
of these U the establishment of head¬ 
quarters for C<iptaiu Hooper, who com¬ 
mands the fleet, on land Insteod of on 
the tiagship. as in previous years. He 
will Is- stutinned at rualuskn through¬ 
out the season and will direct the move¬ 
ments of the different cutters from that 
point. 

Heretofore Captain Hooper has been 
stationed on the flagship, which he hud 
to command, in addition to directing the 
work of the other ships. It was found 
to be entirely too much work to put 
on one man’s shoulders, and nn addition¬ 
al reason for ipaklng the change is that 
better results can Ik? obtained if the 
commsnder of the fleet is stationed at a 
particular point, where he can always 
be found and consulted. 

Under the old arrangement much time 
was l<e»t. While Captain Hooper would 
be on a cruise one of the other cutters 
would come in and would have to lie 
idle until Hooper returned. Captain 
Hoofs'r will have ns an aid Lieut. Dun 
woody, who is with him now at bis Son 
Francisco headquarters, and will also be 
provided with n clerk. Another innova¬ 
tion of ini[s>rtance determined upon is 
the abandonment of Fort Barrow after 
this season. A life saving station man¬ 
ned by half a doxen men has been locat¬ 
ed at that point for several years, but 
owing to changes iu the whaling ground 
in the |wist couple of years there has 
been practically nothing for Fort Bar- 
row to do. 

The fleet will sail from Port Towns 
end on April 20, and proceed direct to 
I'tmhiska. After he has established his ’ 
headquarters at that point. Captain 
Hooper will give each cotter its Instruc¬ 
tions for its primary cruise. The cut¬ 
ter Bear will remain with the fleet until 
July 1 . when it will proceed to Point 
Barrow, to remain for the rest of the 
season. When the Bear returns, it 
will bring the Point Barrow crew and 1 
stores to Port Townsend, where the 
crew will U. discharged. 

With the exception of the Bear, none 
-of the cutters will carry physicians this 1 
year. The North American Commerci- ; 
nl Company has promised the treasury 
department that it will erect a good ; 
hospital a*. Umtluska if the government j 
will furnish a physician to take charge 
of it. The proposal meets wit IF favor, | 
and the hospital will be established im¬ 
mediately upon Captain Hooper’* ar¬ 
rival. 

The Officers of the fleet will Imre the 
pleasure of breaking in a lot of cadets 
on this year’s cruise. Ten cadets will 
he sent from Annapolis to Port Towns¬ 
end on April 1. They will receive their 
appointment* to the different ships be¬ 
fore they start, but changes can be • 
made by Captain Hooper to suit him¬ 
self after Unalaskn has been reached.

The treasury department has just is¬ 
sued regulations through the collector of 
customs governing vessels employed iu 
fur seal fishing during the season of 
1NDH: and will relate only to the season 
just opening. Under article 1 every 
vessel employed in fur seal fishing shail 
have, in addition to the pafiers now re¬ 
quired by law, u special license for fur 
seal fishing. 

Before the issuance of this license 
masters of suiiing vessels to engage in 
the fur senl fishery shnll furnish proofs 
that the hunwr* employed are compel- 
cm to skiltuily use tlie wenpous by 
mean* ot wluctt seal halting may be cur¬ 
ried on. All vessels so licensed shall 
curry under the national eumgu u cer- j 
mm ting, which Is accurately described ' 
in the regulations, during daylight, and 
at night nil vessels shall exhibit two 
vertical liguts *o us to make tut-iu vis¬ 
ible in clear wvaluer ut Lust one mile. 

During the close season any vessel lu- 
ttaaiug 10 traverse sealing grounds for 
any legitimate purpose may nave entire 
staling outfits securely scaled, which 
sunil in- u protection against the seixure 
of the vessel during tiie closed sea son. 
Midi sealing up muy he effected by uav* 
ni. cousuiur or customs ofiicers uf the 
United Mtutcs, aud ut sea also by the 
commituder of a cruiser. 

All such, vessels shall, liefore engag¬ 
ing in such fishing, report to the revenue 
oineer at Atu Island or the customs offi¬ 
cer ut Unalaska. Said officer slmii 
make an entry iu n log book of the ves¬ 
sel, showing the full dctull of her fish¬ 
ing equipment and the uuuiIht and sex 
of seal* and akin* aboard. Scaling li¬ 
cense* may be obtained from the chief 
customs officer of sny American port or 
from the I lulled Htute* consular office 
at any Japanese port. 

Masters of all the vessel* which have 
lK*en engaged in fur seal fisheries, who* 
been engaged In fur seal fisheries, 
whether within or without the area of 
the award, and whether licensed or not, 
shall moke an entry of her cntch ut the 
custom house of the return port, uud 
then shall file with the collector the offi¬ 
cial log IsKik, or 0 copy thereof, verified 
by oath, the Manic to he kept, as provid- 1 
ed by the act of Ai»ril 3, IMIKI, aud must [ 
furnish, under oath, the information re- ; 
qulred by the form iu catalogue 24. Cop- 
•liMT'af thin form and of thi* log book re¬ 
quire I may Ik* obtained from collectors 
of customs. The. foregoing regulation^ 
are intended to opj)ly only to the season 
of 1SW.

The hill, 
he said, extended the powers of the 
congested districts Imord, enabling it to 
borrow to tie* extent of £l,n() 0 , 000 . 
With regard to’ evicted tenants, Mr. 
Balfour said, the government had nl 
ready declared that they would not con¬ 
sent to the use of public money, be¬ 
lieving that aid should come from pri¬ 
vate sources; but they were prepared to 
re-enact the danse of tbe land act for 
a year, and so act as mediators. Mr. 
Balfour concluded by saying that the 
bill was an honest endeavor to facili¬ 
tate the substitution of peasant own¬ 
ership for dual ownership. 

After hearing Mr. Balfour’s speech 
the opinion expressed in the lobby was 
that a bill of such a complexity as to 
hare occupied three hours iifNf* explan¬ 
ation hud little prospect of passing ct 
this «cs*ioIi of parliament, in view of 
the prolonged debates expected on the 
education bill. 

When Mr. Gerald Balfour had con¬ 
cluded, Ut. Hon. John Morley, who 
was chief secretary for Ireland in the 
late Liberal cabinet and the author of 
the late Irish land bill offered In th<‘ 
last parliament, said that it was im|M>s 
sible to criticise such a eotuplerf bill 
until it was printed, but it wo* evi 
dent that it bristled with objectionnhb 
features and would require 11 great de*» 
of amendment iu committee. He warn¬ 
ed the government that if they wished 
to iHiss it they must withdraw their 
education hill. 

John Dillon, chairman of the Irish 
nnrl in men* ary party, declared thnt th. 
bill was extremely disappointing 4 to Ire¬ 
land and was u further -proof‘of the 
incapacity of this parliament to legis¬ 
late for Ireland. This measure, he said, 
was rerv inadequate ns to fixing fair 
rent* aud as to dealing with evicted 
tenants, but he admitted that it was 
an improvement oil tbe bill recently put 
forward. 

The hIJ! was rand for tbe first time 
mid its second reading wns fixed for 
April 27. 

In un interview John Redmond ad¬ 
mitted that the bill bad good poiuts- and 
was better than Mr. Morley’*. because 
It was intended to pnss. while Mr. Mor¬ 
ley’* was not. He thought the Ini 
proveiront clause* would benefit ten* 
ant*, lint the purchase cinuaes, he said, 
were the most important. 

Horace Plunkett, member of (tarlii.- 
meut f,,r Dublin county South, was also 
asked for hi* opinion. He regards the 
bill us an hooeftt attempt to bring the 
land question within a measurable dis¬ 
tance of a finality. 

An cditoriul in the Chronicle (Liberal) 
on the new laud Mil Maya: "It is pri¬ 
marily a purchase bill and only in n 
dubious way 11 fair rant bill. It bids fair 
to resolve itself into an inflated scheme 
of purchase forced on the tenants by 
the hopelessness of getting justice from 
the land court.**

BY-LAW 


A By-Law 10 Amend the <( Ross Bay 
Cemettry By-Law, 1894.” 


The Municipal Connell of the City of 
Victoria enact* hr follows: 

Sec. 1.. Section 22 of the “Ross Bay 
Cemetery By-law. 1804. Is repealed, and In 
lieu thereof the following *hal< be read:— 

"Hec. 22. No person shall undertake or 
exocut© nay work of a permanent character 
In connection with the beautifying. Im¬ 
proving, or of caring for any grave lot or 
lots, or sny grave or graves, or carry on 
tbe work of a gardener In tbe cemetery, 
wlthont first having the permission In 
writing for so doing from ttye Cemetery 
Commute, and any such work shall be 
carried on under the supervision of th© 
caretaker, and to the satisfaction of the 
said committee. No person shall bo per¬ 
mitted to enter the cemetery for the pur¬ 
pose of erecting therein any monument or 
headstone, or to do any stone or brick 
work In connection wltb any grave lot or 
lots, or any grave or graves, or to execute 
any work of a permanent character In con¬ 
nection with the beantifylng or Improving 
of any grave lot or lots, or any grave or 
graves. In tbe cemetery, unless he Is pos¬ 
sessed of a license Itygucd by the City 
Treasurer under section 3U of Bcbednle A 
of the ‘‘Revenue By-Law, 1890,” which 
covers tbe period during which be Is about 
to' work and does actually work in the cem¬ 
etery."

“Few escape,", say* Murk Twain.- refer¬ 
ring t9 a proposal to make him a member 
of the Legion of Honor, and the stranger 
visiting Paris aud seclug the number of 
biittouoole* there adorned with the red 
rtlmcn la apt to think for once the genial 
American humorist was not exaggerating. 
It l« to be bi»rne In mind, however, thnt 
by far the greater proportion of the mem¬ 
bers of the I^eglou are concentrated In 
Paris and Its suburbs, nnd that la other 
paTta of the country the icd rtbbdh may 
Ih* *e**u from one year's end to the. other. 

The Legion of Honor, aay* a writer in 
Househola Word*. w;»» Instituted In 1802 
by Bonaparte shortly after he had Inmmi el- 
evatod to the position of First Couanl. The 
old order* of knighthood had bran aiKdUh- 
ed a* iueonslalent with the principle* of 
the revolution, but Botiunarte ray that u 
regular system of rewards was necessary 
to keep up the enthusiasm of the army. 
••The military fa»fltarl*tu," he l* reported 
to have said. “Is the only faiiutaclsiu 
which I* of use to me for It make© uteu 
Indifferent to de-atb." NevertheUs*. he did 
uot IIIek© ihe new order exclusively mili¬ 
tary. but threw It open to elvlllnn*. and 
oven provided for the admission of forelgti- 
er# a* honorary members.

He simulated great an 
ger at what he called otistructioii ami 
pointed to the vote* on trivial motions 
made by Col. O'Brien a lew days t go 
against which the opposition voted •«* 
showing a large majority in favor of 
going on with the bill. lie added, ‘It 
matters little to the government wheth¬ 
er the measure passes or not.’" Sir

WOMEN’S SALARIES. 

To the Editor: In reading over the re¬ 
port of the meeting of school trustee*, 
held 1**1 Friday evenlug. I was amazed to 
dud that two of the trustees objected to 
paying as high salaries to women aa to 
men. and gave reason* which, emanatlar 
from such a sourer, seems to me paltry and 
mean in the extreme. The flrst of these 
was that women’s expense* were smaller 
tnoii men’s: and secondly, that women, did 
not tay the live dollar tax. On this I 
rise In Indignant protect, for If these 
trustee* make inquiries they will find that 
In nearly all cases women pay as much 
for board as men do; and aa to the other 
exiieusvs any one not an Imbecile knows 
that a woman’s expense# are more than a 
man's, nnh-ss he himself makes them so 
A* for the tax, 1 thought It wa» plainly 
enough stated at Abe public meeting that 

the women were mute willing to pay the 
tax If It brought them the franebfee, and 
what more do they want. For my part I 
fall to see the Justice of their remark*, 
for If the work Is as well done py women 
as by meu, why not allow them the name 
VeinuneratIon ? Again, Mr. Editor, would 
rhts argument carry In the ease of women 
puriug rent? Would one of these trustee* 
take lea* rent for a boose which he own* 
from a woman than a man. almply because 
She Is a woman? Are these trustees like¬ 
wise a uake to the fact that In England 
the education department of Her Majesty’s 
goveruweut have appointed two lady In- 
’ sport or*; ladles, too. who have taken the 
highest university honors? I am told that 
these men are Englishmen, but 1 think 
there rnuat be a mistake here, for a true 
twirn Eugllslvn.su la always courteous and 
[loyal to woman; and I am sure they are 
not Scotch: for Scotchmen believe In giv¬ 
ing their children a good education. Aa 
women are ao rapidly coming tn the front 
In the profession In the old land, as they 
are also In our own province and arrosa the 
line, I hope these mom-back trustees will 
llTe long enough to see us come nobly to 
.the frout In tul* city of Victoria, not to 
poae ns autocrats, but to show how brains 
can compete against Ignorance. There la 
no word in the vocabulary of the English

Xbt-ro we will l»*nve the school ques¬ 
tion for the time being and proceed to .

As I said in a previous letter, when 
the nut Iona! policy was ushered iu it 
was accompanied by promise* of n large 
increase to the population of Canada ns 
a result of what were termed its bene¬ 
ficial provisions. But. a* we ail know, 
those* promises have not l*eeu fulfilled, 
and to-day the Domioffin is known the 
world over us a 4par***ly populated 
country. Million* of dollars have l*een 
spent in promoting immigration since 
the advent of the national policy, but 
with" very indifferent results. Than* 
have bee® several causes to neconnt for 
this. The land system of the Domin¬ 
ion Is one, and for this the Conservative 
government is largely ivtqionsible. The 
plan of granting land to railway and 
other corporations iu alternate sections 
has had much to do with scattering set¬ 
tlement and ennsiug that isolation 
among settlers which is to-day one of 
the chief drawbacks to immigration in 
the Northwest. H*U the government 
pursued a jsdicy of gradual settlement 
westward, as Hon. Alexander Macken¬ 
zie was in favor of. Munitoha and the 
territories would now contain more set¬ 
tlers by many thousands. But settle¬ 
ment has been allowed to scatter over 
a vast area of country, and the result is 
that the isloted settlers become discon¬ 
tented with their lot and the cry goe* 
forth in too many cases that the coantrj 
is not lit to live in. Poor crops bqv • 
had something to do with retarding im¬ 
migration. although all countrieM are at 
times subject to this misfortune. Had 
other condition* U*en more favorable 
poor crops would not have played ranch 
of a imrt in retarding settlement. 

The chief obstacle to immigration has 
been the very national policy which i: 
was said at one time would is*, the 
means of promoting It. The settler finds 
that owing to the high prices he has 
to pay for the necessaries of life and 
for his farm implements, etc., that then 1 
!* iro* much left to him after he haa 
harvested and sold his crop. Especially 
is this the case whim the price of pro¬ 
duce is low. The great home market* 

I redieted for the farmer by the advo¬ 
cate* of the national policy have nor 
mntorlulixed. mid the supply and de¬ 
mand in foreign canltf l ® continue 10 
affect to a largo extent the well being 
of the rauadlun fanner, while he has 
to pay. the pl|K*r to Hii|>|M»rt the home in¬ 
dustries. If we could manage to cheapen 
the living of the settler and give him a 
chance to save something be wonld he 
more contented and be would be apt to 
draw others tn his side from abroad to 
Nettie alongside of him and enjoy the 
benefits of a free and cheap country. 
Sow there is no gainsaying the fact 
that tin* chief mainstay, the backbone of 
this Dominion of onro, is the farming 
community. The greater our popula¬ 
tion in the country the hotter it will Ik* 
(.,!• ‘lie * tide •>!' Oltr towns and cities, 
Ihe better it will lie for our manufac¬ 
turer#, hut the incentive to successful 
settlement in the country is cheap living 
and a chance to mnke money. If life 
continues to l»e n’ drudgery to the far¬ 
mer he is not likely to induce others 
to follow his example. The present 
government nt Ottawa has almost aito- 
| get her neglected Immigration. The* rote 
for that purpose is very rumII. while 
! ihotikmuls ••£ dollars have Items squan- 
| dervd npn® giving contractors work wh<* 
i in turn hate been hied to support a rot¬ 
ten administration. The vote for im- 
1 migration Is spent chiefly foe providing 
i • uiplnvmcrit to agents and others, and 
I very little finds its way into actual work 
of promoting immigration. The first 
thing, however, to Ik* done is to mske 
the country worth living in and attrac¬ 
tive, !«► Immigrants -then immigration 
LfcUl follow.

The steamer Transit, under charter to 
the Puget Sound & Central America 
Steamship Company, ran into the l'. S. 
S. Monterey Sunday afternoon, aud was 
so seriously Injured that she will prob¬ 
ably have to be docked for repairs. The 
Transit was on her way from Tacoma. 
She was intending to land at the Arling¬ 
ton dock. The Monterey was anchored 
iu the harbor directly opposite the Ar¬ 
lington dock, but a considerable distance 
off short*. ’ Then* was quite a heavy 
breeze blowing from the southwest at 
the time und u very stroug tide running. 
The Trnuslt, as she approached the 
Monterey, was under slow bell, aud was 
evidently Intending to pass under the 
Stern of the war vessel, which was lying 
head to wind. When the distance be¬ 
tween the two vessels had considerably 
narrowed tin* Transit took a sudden 
sheer up into the wind, amTAvas headed 
directly toward the Monterey. Seeing 
that a collision was Imminent the officer 
in charge of the Transit wing out tor 
the anchor to lot go. The port anchor 
was dropped, but before it could hold 
the bow of the Transit struck the Mon¬ 
terey on the starboard side, just forward 
of the gangway. 

A look at the Transit’s i »juries show¬ 
ed that the stein for a distance of about 
three feet above the water line, corre¬ 
sponding with the height of the Mon¬ 
terey's freeboard, and as for down be¬ 
low hat line ns could be seen. Was 
crushed In to u depth of six or eight ; 
inches. One of the plates was cracked 
and torn loose from its fasteuiugs to the J 
stem. 

The Monterey bore no particular i 
marks of iujury, beyond some damage 
to her (taint, and a few feet of the edge 
of her wooden decklug, which was 
broken. A cutter bunging at the dav¬ 
its, Just over the (toint of collision, hud 
a plank or two stove in. and the chain 
guard along the rail was carried away. 

^ The Transit people any the <*ftllision 
was due to the fouling of the steering 
gear, which, occurring with a high wind 
blowing and a strong tide running, [ 
made the vessel difficult to control.-— j 
PosMu’elllgeueer.

Montreal Witness Correspondence: Ihe 
storm of deal ruction which broke upon 1 M - 
nrbeklr, fljjv. 1. l8tHi, was not confined 
to that city, but spread over most of the 
province. The Kurds rose up for slaughter 
and plunder of the Khrlstlnua, saying that 
the Wult.ui had Issued su Imperial order 
to that effect. In the city »t IHarbeklr 
over 1.5(a) shops were sucked and burned, 
many houses plundered nud hundreds of 
Christiana shun, while lu the provinces 
more thnu two hundred villages and 
towns were plundered, some of them 
burned and luauy of the Inhabitants kill¬ 
ed. Hlx villages In which we had been at 
work have been destroyed, two churches 
and two schools broken up, four ministers 
and two teachers slain, the people stripped 
of everything and scattered abroad, while 
the destruction of properly is beyond com¬ 
putation. 

Saturday evening. Nov. 2, the Inhabit¬ 
ants of Kutterbal, Just across the Tigris, 
east of Dlnbeklr. took refuge from the 
Kbnls In the lgcgc stone church of the 
Jacobite Syrluus. to which they had al¬ 
ready moved their household goods. Fu 

S tives from three other villages which 
id had been attucked the day before had 
also taken refuge here, s<[ the church was 
packed with goods nud people. That night 
with sonic men from Diarbeklr. the Kurds 
surrounded the church and began to shoot 
Into the high narrow windows by which It 
was lighted. Aboosh Yakobl, the pastor 
of the Protestant chnreh of the village was 
the Mint one to be struck, but hla wound 
wan uot a serious one and he kept on Ills 
feet, giving such comfort us he could to 
hi* companions. Seeing little effect from 
their effort* to dislodge the people and get 
at that booty, aboot midnight the Kurds 
opeuewipurt of the vaulted stone roof, flrst 
throwing down firebrands through the 
opening, then they poured in kerosene up¬ 
on the blase, at the same time tiring their 
gnus Into the defenceless crowd or inen 
women and children. A frantic rush was 
made for the door, hut it was locked and 
could only be unlocked by a key from the 
outside. After much effort It was broken 
, tlle stifled, sorrow-stricken 
crowds poured out from the door-vay only 
to meet a aliow-or ,.i-

The object of this, he explained, was 
that prior to 1801* the mining laws 
were embodied in the net of 1888, 1,11 1 
when consolidating the mineral* net it 
was considered better to retniu ths 
power* claimed by the legislature as -*»*, 
out in section H referred to, which gave 
the gold commissioner^ consider..hie 
power, almost equal to-ffnat of the mu>»- 
r»*mc court. In a ease in court, Mr. 
Justice Drake held that it was oUra 
vires of the legislature to confer this 
judicial power on the gold commission¬ 
er, since which time.with but one or two 
exceptions, the gold commissioner had 
net exercised any judicial powers.^ I he 
objoc* of the amendment. Mr. Eberts 
slid, was to suspend for a period th • 
operation of section six. A somew i.it 
similar question had arisen in conn**" 
tirm with the small debts net. which 1- 
new umlt-s* consideration. and iKMSiWy 
its determination will also settle tbe 
question as to wheter the conferring °f

DAIRYING BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Turner presented a mes¬ 
sage transmitting the dairying ’>*!!• 
which was referred to the committee of 
the whole. Mr. Williams in the chiir. 
nud was subsequently reported to t he 
house, and was then committed for con¬ 
sideration in the usual way. 

The effect of the amendments made 
by His Honor in council are: To .n 
crease the amount of aid to creameries 
to $2,000. ti rod ace the rndins from ten 
to. six iuU e*. .and to leave to him a -Ih- 
cretionnry power to gl.«- ««UJ to 
where there'wus not obtainable the Uiilk 
of 300 cows. 

LAND SALEH BILL. 

Mr. Semlln resumed the debate on tin* 
s *eond reading of the lands bill, the 
provisions of which, he said, did not 
c-mimcnd tfcenwclves to the members » f 
the house. They had n**l much objec¬ 
tion to those clause* relating to the col 
liHtioa of a royalty on timber: the chief 
objection was to the proposition to »e- 
open crown lands for sale. It was t»ot 
n qmotion ahmtt the provision*, it was 
the principle of reversing the policy «.f 
resend ft: the public* land* for those av he 
would cultivate It. for there is no doubt 
that this system of selling public lan-ls 
had a tendency to place the land in the 
hands of large ^polders. It had been 
foteed on the government, who reluc- 
tpntly admitted the fac*t by changing 
the system, and now It was to Is* re¬ 
gretted that they were going to allow 
the sale of the ngrlenlturnl land* of the 
province to those who could imy for 
them, irrespective of whether they pro 
p»*ed to work those lands. The poll-y 
of the Opposition is and always ins 
been, to reserve the land for the icri- 
cpltnrgl portion of the population, those 
who an* willing to cultivate them. 

Mr. Sword considered that the house 
was entitled to some explanation «*f 
this change of policy. It was frequent¬ 
ly heard thnl the country had endorsed 
the policy of the government, but » 
pert of that policy was the reserving for 
settlers the lands of the province: this 
tin r propose to change now. If this 
Ml! D passed, too. the government w»U 
not find that It will to any appreciable 
extent increase the revenue, which. It 
is presumed, is the only reason that 
ran tye given for reversing their poller 
' in this matter. Mr. Sword hoped that. 
Instead of forcing this Mil forward t« 
a second reading, the government would 
withdraw the hill so far ns it regards 
the selling of lands. Bush a course 
Would vorv materially facilitate 'lie 
work of the legislator* and expeebo 
prorogation. In It* present shape he 
would vote against the hill, ulthnngh on 
its face it was evident that tne govern¬ 
ment did not intend tw accept any 'am¬ 
endments. 

Mr. Cotton was surprised that the 
government had not offered to say any¬ 
thing in reply to Mr. Sword. For his 
own part, he was willing to stay here 
ns long as the house wished if the gov¬ 
ernment were going to force this hill 
through. The policy of withdrawing 
Crown lands from sale had been endors¬ 
ed by the house and the country, and 
now to go hack ou that,, the govern¬ 
ment were stultifying themselves n il 
going contrary to the expressed wishes 
of tbe |ample at the same time. 

Hon. Mr. Turner denied that this was 
J n new Mil. hut was a change from n bill 
f‘that was before the house earlier in th" 

J session, nud he thought it would receive 
ti e support of nt least some members of 
the opposition, inasmuch as one of 
them. Mr. 8word, hod a resolution ou 
the order pn|*>r for some time ’to allow 
lands to 1 m* sold, tip* only differen c e 
ing that he preposed to sell the land by 
public mjctlon. 

Mr. Turner also referred t«> the n- 
pressed wild land lax. which he vtid 
would have the effect of making holders 
make use of lauds in some way. 

The question^ was put nud th** Idli 
read a iceood time on a straight party 
division. 

1'OLI‘MBIA AND WE8TERN nY. 

Hon. Mr. Martin mftvcd tbe second 
rending of the hill to aid the Ciduiubin 
A Western Railway, the advantages t.» 
l** derived from the construction of 
which he detailed at some length, lie 
thought it was the doty of the forern- 
n-ent in entourage this road, especially 
s« the promoter* would put up heavy 
tsitids f**r the const ruction of the roil 
to P<*ntktoa. 

Mr. ffemliu, while agreeing ns to *ho 


benefit which this road would produce, j 
yet he was afraid tbe guvmnwnt had t 
not been Hufljclontly alert in tb:»r nego- 
tiatioua with the company; the grant «*f | 
20,000 acres a mile was a UfVgc ouc, i 
nud then it was rather liberal to exempt 
the personal property of the company | 
fit m taxation, although the land mig’.d 
reasonably be exempt for n limited tim-*. 
He had no fault to find with the pro-1 
motor*. who no doubt, finding so litil * 
difficulty In tiu way of getting a char¬ 
ter. naturally thought that the p**o- 
ple of this country would be willing to 
l«av for iL and accordingly they get this 
sid. They will.However, have a pay¬ 
ing road. Mr. Semliu thought, and. 
whil° he was of opinion Hint tiie bill 
should be considerably amended in 
committee, he would vote for the second 
reading, knowing that the building cf 
the road was in the interest of tie* 
country. 

Mr. Williams rcferied to the remarks 
of nv-ieber* of the government and gov¬ 
ernment gnpporters when the private idli 
asking for a charter for this road 'was 
Im* fore the house. They bad all coin- 
plained that there was an attempt to 
place undue restrictions «i>on ft com- 
piny which was merely asking for a 
skeleton charter, and even the Colonist 
newspaper, which took n warm intor»>t 
lit the road, more so even than the 
British Pacific, was strongly in favor «»f 
the MU. These statements were no 
doubt made to prevent member* from 
making certain amendments which were 
intended. Then as to the methods of 
the promoters, he did not wish to critic¬ 
ize them any further than to say tbit 
the house should not »>e placarded with 
photographs of things in connection 
with this company. He was also very 
much «nrpri*cd that any member of the 
house, or the government, should nrcepl 
the hospitality of the promoters of 'he 
road, not that he would say it lirffn- 
er.eod them in The slightest. It was now 
time. Mr. Williams thought, to insert « 
provision compelling the company to 
build to Penticton, nnd ns to the exemp¬ 
tion from taxation, the lands should he 
taxed on an agreement for sale being 
ottered into. •-'» 

Hoi;. Mr. Turner explained that there 
was n heavy forfeit for the company 
not building to Penticton. They 1 nt 
not only the bond of $30,000 hut also « 
pi rtion of the land grant, amounting to 
one in illhm acres, which, valuing 
land at a dollar an acre, would be n* 
forfeit of $1,0(10.000. The premier nl*o 
stated that, as the railway was also an 
enterprise of value, not only the people 
in the section through which the pro¬ 
posed Mne is to pns*. hut to the nro- 
vinre. he was prepared to offer any am¬ 
ount of land to any company which 
would iqjdertrke to build the line. 

Mr. Wnlkem said the remarks of Mr. 
William* reminded him. Mr. Walkem. 
of his early days In new*i*iper life, 
when, if he didn’t get a theatre ticket, 
he kicked like «t steer. 

Several of the members referred to 
by Mr. Williams replied to him. and the 
hill was read a second time without a 
division. 

OTHER BUSINESS. 

The hush Brea bill was rend a sec¬ 
ond time and committed, Mr. Bmden in 
the chair. The Mil was reported, read 
a third time and panned. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts moved the second 
rendiu? of the coroners’ ncL which pro¬ 
vides that the I.ieotemint-Govornor iu 
council shall have power to appoint a ; 
deputy in the ease of ghsence or illness 
of the coroner. The bill was commit¬ 
ted. Mr. Hume ir. the chair, reported 
and read a third time. 

Mr. Kennedy moved the second read¬ 
ing of tiu* New Westminster and Van¬ 
couver Short Line railway hill, min -h 
we a agreed to. 

It being alx o’clock the Speaker left 
the chair.

On consideration of the report ou the 
municipal clauses Mil, Mr. Maet»her»oii 
moved to make the qualification for 
reeve. r>nw«citjdon of property to 'h« 
value of $300, over ami above any jn le¬ 
nient thereon. Instead of any encumb¬ 
rance or charge. 

The amendment was lost after a 
abort discussion. 

That part of section 160. which deals 
with city licences, reads ns follows:

GERMANY’S POPULATION. 

Men who bare not kept note of the in- 
<yense of fiopulatiou in Germany will 
be startled i»y the result of the late 
census just published. On December 2 
the emperor had 52.244.5U3 subject* in 
Ettrupq, counting Aloact* and Lorraine. 

It is a |»riMliglous nninlM*r, but to under¬ 
stand all the significance of the figures | 
one must compare them with earlier re- , 
torn*. When the inhabitants of the em- 
plr,- were first numbered, in 1871, they 
were 41.058,702. This meoua an tn- 
cryase of 27 per cent, in as many year*. 
Aud during thnt time the emigration has 
been enormous. That accoiiuts in part 
£pr the astottishUtg differeure in ratio tn 
tlfffcreut |*>rtioDs of the empire. The 
population of Baxony has multiplied oy 
41»>.j jH'r ceut.. while Alsace nnd Lor¬ 
raine show but 0 per cent. They are 
exceptions, bnt Wurtemherg hus only 
14 isr <**nt.. Bavaria 19. Prussia it 
seif, upon tbe whole, has Increased by 
29 |s*r tx-ut.. Hesse 21. 8axe-t’ol>urg 
and Gotha 24. Doubt leas it is the 
growth of manufactures. In especial, 
which explains the prsdlminance of 
Maxony. aud that of mining euten>risi* 
in the Rhine provinces which comes 
next, with an advance of 42 per cent. 

So the por return of Bavaria and Wur- 
tetuhurg must In* due to the decline of 
agriculture, which compel* emigration. 
The town population has increased pro¬ 
portionately. Berlin aur Humhurg have 
more titan doubled. One cannot hut 
think of France In reading these ex¬ 
traordinary figures. French people are 
ant to console themselves with the as¬ 
surance that other nations will cease to 
multiply. Just as they themselves have 
done, a* the same causes or feelings 
begin to operate among them. There Is 
much gr uind for lM-lieving unfortunate¬ 
ly. that this <:iieuiatiou will p rove trow. 
Pct-hup* the population of Germany has 
not increased a* it would have drtne in 
former tim>*s. But it Is crushing to 
French ho|M*s oil the same.—London 
Standard.

Ottawa, April 5.—Mr. Mara morpil for 
a return in the house on Wednesday 
last containing the engineer’s report re¬ 
lating to the examination of Duncan 
and Lnrdo rivers in the district of Koo- 
tenny. He said that the purism- he had 
in view was to call attention to his rieh 
mineral district, the progress of which 
was retarded by the dangers and: diffi¬ 
culties of navigating the Duncan river 
und the cost of transporting supplies. 
He hoped the minister of public works 
would give due consideration to the im¬ 
portance of the work. Mr. Wallace 
supported the idea of expending a sum 
of money for this purpose. 

Mr. Oulmct made an evasive and dip¬ 
lomatic reply, but at the same time 
stated that the department was fully 
alive to the importance of the matter. 
If the cost was not too grout the de¬ 
partment would undertake the improve- 
0monts. 

Mr. Martin—So far ns the improve¬ 
ment of the Duncan and Iairdo rivers is 
Concerned, 1 wonld draw the attention 
of the member for Yale (Mr. Mara) to 
the character of the reply made by the 
minister of public works. It might Ik* 
called the stereotyped reply. It has 
lK*en heard in this house for years and 
years and years, and it Is hoard more 
especially in this noose on the eve of an 
election. I do not think, the residents 
of the Kootenay district wonld be Justi¬ 
fied. in placing any great amount of re¬ 
liance upon the very general words 
which the minister of pnbtie works nse<l 
in regard to this matter. I have no 
doubt that the lion, gentleman who in¬ 
troduced the motion tMr. Mara), will 
expect to use that statement as an evi¬ 
dence that the government are pledged 
to improve these rivers. However, if 
the statement of the minister of public- 
works is examined, it pledges the gov¬ 
ernment to nothing whatever. His re¬ 
servations leave plenty of loopholes, out 
of which the government will very easily 
escape if they desire to do so. The 
treatment by tin* government of the 
Kootenay district up to tbe present time 
has been very unsatisfactory, and the 
people living them* feel that the govern¬ 
ment do not appreciate at all the great 
resources which that isirtion of British 
Columbia possesses. I hope that what 
has boon said to-day by the hon. meui- 1 
bor for West York (Mr. Wallace) will 
bring strongly to the attention of the > 
government the great resources of that f 
region, ftnd will induce them, not only 
in this respect, hut. in many other re¬ 
spect*. to deni with more knowledge and 
more efficiency, with the interests of j 
that portion of British Columbia. The 
government do not seem to have been | 
aware at nil of the great- developments , 
that art* taking place there, or the large j 
Increase of population that has taken i 
place in -the last year at certain parts, 
notably at the town of Kossiand. I I 
can say that, so far as the mail com- j 
mnnlcntions are cottfkrned. the govern¬ 
ment have lieen vpry touch at fault, and | 
the people nre complaining. It is said j 
that, when some important matters oc- ! 
curml not very far from the Kootenay j 
district, it was two or three weeks be¬ 
fore the newspaper* reached them. The 1 
mail communications ore very bad, and I 
the government do not np|»ear to pay I 
any attention to the just complaints of i 
tie* settlers. Thor do not seem to ap¬ 
preciate the difficulties of the ^people 
there, au<] do not make any efforts to 
open up new mail communications in 
order to give the people their mail in 
any kind of reasonable time. I urn very 
glad that I he hon. member for Yale 
• Mr. Mara) has at last waked up to 
tin* necessity of saying something in 
this house about his constituency. I do 
not know whether that arises at all from 
the fact that he has as nn opponent a 
gentleman who is making a very uctive 
canvass and iuteVesting himself very 
much in the hon. gentleman's constitu¬ 
ency. Heretofore the bon. gentleman 
has had the advantage of being elected 
by acclamation, aud 1 am afraid that hia 
safe position has, perhaps, inclined -him 
to feel that it is not necessary to pay 
any very gjeat attention to the needs of 
his constituents. However, I am very 
glad to see that he has improved in that 
rpspoet, and that he is pressing upon- the 
government, not quietly or iu the dark, 
but openly here on the floor of parlia¬ 
ment. as I claim a member should do, 
the. necessity of their paying a gt»od deal 
more attention than they have hereto 
fore paid to the interests of that con¬ 
stituency. 

After some further remark* from .Mr.

It is're(iort»*d that Thomas K. Edison 
has Invented fluorescent spotfpclos 
wlibdi will enable the surgeon to. seq 
directly through any part of the fivdy. 
Tlu* arrairgeincnt nf the yppo i atn s js, so 
simple til a I any one frith the slightest 
knowledge of electricity would Ik* Able 
to mnnipulutc it. The new machine pwi- 
sists of » double tube vacuum pump at¬ 
tached to a piece of lioard nlsmt seven 
feet long, placed iu nn upright iMudjpqu. 
The .pomp (*>nnt**t* with the tula*-lhni 
is to b<* lighted by the X ray*, wjiich 
is placeil in a Im»x nl>oiit a foot wide and 
high, by figlitt*cii inches hi length. The 
!*ox Is placed to the right of the hoard, 
on n stand supported by an ormujiry 
shelf bracket. The two wires leading 
to the anode and cathode poles are. .run 
through small holt** in the box and con¬ 
nect with the lamp or t'rookes fills*. 
When the vacuum pipe indicate* hyp tbe 
[h wit ion of tile mercury in the pump 
tube* that a sufficiently high vacuum 
has Iss'ii ohtninetl the current Is ttrttied 
on and the lamp Is lighted. 

Ilils part of the process is similar to 
that pursued In the majority of experi¬ 
ments. with the exception of keeping 
the lamp in the box. 

When the lamp is thoroughly fhior- 
esceut tbe fluoroseoin* 1* placed to the 
eve*L The flnoroocope is a small black 
l»ox. almost square. The lower or Rmall 
end of the flooroncope is wvered with 
cardboard coated with tbe tuugvtatc of 
calcium crystals. Tin* larger end l* 
built to fit the forehead anil eyes, like 
a stereoptician box, and is lined with 
black fur. that all light liable to find 
It* way through the parts near the head 
i* easily shut off. A small handle i* 
fitted to the under side of the fluoro- 
seope. by which it i* held. 

Ijooking with tbe naked eye nt the 
box in which the powerful light is 
thrown off tbe X rays, nothing can bo 
seeu. not even tfie^ight. When tlu* 
fluor<NH.*o|M* is adjusted to the eyes the 
bottom of it i* covered with the tung-
